Hon, John H, Estillf Well Known in 
State Folitics, Passes Away, 
Hon. J ohn H. Estill, of Howard 
county , regarding whose illness the

day s since, died at his home, near 
Flstill station, Tuesday night, aged 
75 y ears.

17 west, south of the Missouri river, 
which sáid land was located by the 
said

and M organ under a 
New M adrid certificate of locatioh 
numbered 
134, 
and 
upon which 
land the city of Boonville, M o., is 
now located. 
Behind tliis bill there is an inter­ 
esting little stofy. 
During the earth­ 
quake in Soutkeast Missouri, in the 
early days o f the present century, a 
great many settlers were ruined and 
their lands, destroyed. 
B y an act 
of congress passed in 1813 these 
New M adrid sufferers were given 
the privilege to locate on the public 
domain and obtain title to their 
lands on immediate selection. 
This 
has been called the New M adrid lo­ 
cation in the general land office. 
Thom as Huff was one of the New 
M adrid earthquake sufferers, and he 
located lands on* the Missouri river 
where the city of Boonville is now 
situated. 
Huff subsequently gave 
way to Charles Lucas and Asa^Mor- 
gan. 
Lucas and M organ took out 
certificates for their land, but neg­ 
lected to get a patent. 
Some years 
ago A. C. W iddicom be, lately chair­ 
man of republican committee of M is­ 
souri, while noáing 
around among 
musty records, 
discovered that the 
owners of property in Boonville had 
no clear title to their lands, because 
the original owners, 
so 
to speak, 
Lucas and M organ, had 
not 
o b ­ 
tained title from the United States. 
W iddicom be im m ediately tried 
to 
file on the land and gobble it up as 
if it was raw 
virgin prairie. 
The 
register of the land office at Boon­ 
ville refused to 
fall 
into 
Widdi- 
com be’s scheme, and 
he appealed 
to the general land office at W ash­ 
ington. 
The commissioner of 
the 
land office sustained the register at 
Boonville, 
and 
W iddicombe 
appealed 
to 
the 
secretary 
of 
the 
interior. 
This 
plea 
is 
still 
pending, 
but 
Senator 
Vest 
Introduced in the senate a bill to 
give the people of Boonville title to 
their property, and the secretary of 
the interior gave his support to the 
bill.
